Church Trial of Rev. E. E. 
Crawford of Chicago to 
Be Thorough. 








“CONFESSION” DENIED 





Woman Alleges It Was Used 
to _Blacken Her 
Reputation. 





CHICAGO, March 8.—When the Rev. 
E. E. Crawford, pastor of the Wood- 
lawn Park M. E. Church, goes on trial 
Wednesday before an _ ecclesiastical 
board on charge brought—by Mrs. John 


Lavender, a member of his flock, the 
compiainant will demand that the min- 
ister be unfrocked. 

Friends of the minister and the wom- 
én are gathering evidence and the trial 
promises to develop into one of the big- 
gest sensations the dhurch has witnessed 
in years. Mrs. Lavender’s principal 
charges are that the minister in the 
first -place betrayed the confidence that 
should exist between pastor and com- 
municant and that, further, he made 
public an alleged ‘‘confession”’ by the 
woman which was false. : 

This alleged ‘‘confession,”’ she declares, 
was used to blacken her reputation 
and to destroy the reputation and force 
the resignation of the Rev. John D. 
Leek from the pastorate of the West- 
ern Avenue M. E. Church. Mrs. Laven- 
der alleges that she and the Rev. Mr. 
Leek have been contsantly “spied on’”’ 
by the women: Mrs. Lavender will also 
be tried beginning next Saturday. 

Husband Appeals to Law. 

Mr. Lavender, who is 70 years old, 
tried vainly Saturday to get\an injyn-- 
tion to prevent Pastor Crawford from 
circulating in the church a circular 
which was to contain the alleged confes- 
sion made by Mrs. Lavender. The court 
refused to enjoin the publication of a 
libel that did not then exist, but, might 
exist’ at some future time. 

In the application for the injunction 
Mr. Lavender was unmerciful in his crit- 
icism of the pastor. 

“The said Crawford,”’ the bill reads, 
“writhing in the evil consciousness of 
malicious and corrupt distortion and be- 
trayal of the said confession, now by 


.the unlawful use of the said church or- 


ganization seeks to use the prestige of 
the official )board to exculpate himself 
from the ignoble predicament into which 
his dastardly distortion and betrayal 
have placed him before a majority of 
the church membership regardless of 
the jeopardy to the property and gnem- 
bership of the church.” 

“I mever made any confession in the 
worldly sense of the word to the Rev. 
Mr. Crawford,’’ Mrs. Lavender said. “I 
never saw the document that he read 
to the church board as my confession, 
so do not know exactly what he as- 
serted. 

“I have always been interested in 
church work, and was active in Wood- 
lawn Park Church when the Rev. Mr. 
Leek was pastor there. I liked Mr. Leek 
and did all that I could do to aid him. 
After he left I tried to aid Mr. Craw- 
ford, and. presided at many meetings. 

“I described to the pastor my inner- 
most feelings, how I was striving for 
holiness and was worried by worldly 
thoughts. I particulariy mentioned the 
case of one woman, toward whom I 
found myself cherishing ill-feeling. I 
explafned that I did not wish the church 
people to think me more spiritual than 
I was. 

“I asked advice regarding my rela- 
tions with several persons, so that I 
might have the true Christian spirit 
toward them. It was Mr. Crawford 
himself who brought up the name of 
the Rev. Mr. Leek. He began queés- 
tioning me about some old rumors. I 
thought he meant everything in the 
spiritual sense, upon which subject I 
was seeking advice. 

“In every way I laid’ bare my soul 
without thought of evil. My words in 
speaking of the Rev. Mr. Leek were 
always intended in the spiritual sense. 
Any doubts I expressed were not 
regards worldly morality, but simply 
whether any friendship was interfering 
with my highest spiritual life. 

“The thing called my confession came 
upon me as a shock. I never had 
dreamed of publicity being given a spir- 
itual conference with my pastor. Once 
the Rev. Mr. Crawford called me up 
on the telephone to ask me something 
about Mr. Leek. 

“There has been one woman in the 
church, Mrs. Mark M. Lane, who has 
been consistently my enemy for some 
reason and has.kept these matters 
stirred up. Everything bag been mis- 
understood, everything regarded from 
the worldly viewpoint instead of the 
spiritual, which was my only thought. 
Things have come to a pass where I 
am obliged to fight for vindication as 
has Dr. Leek. We will make the truth 
known.”

Presumption of Validity. 

The unquestioned and undoubted 
rule is that there is a presumption 
both of fact and of law in favor of 
the validity of every legislative 
enactment. The railway companies 
have the burden of removing this 
presumption, and showing ..clearly, 
or as some courts say, palpably, 
and others say beyond a Treason- 
able doubt, that the statute is in- 
valid. In these cases the Court has 
recognized this rule. The authori- 
ties upen this question form a long 
and unbroken line, with the .single 
exception of the majority opinion 
in the Pennsylvania case decided « 
year ago.. (68 Atl. Rep. 676.) And 
that one authority is not per- 
suasive. 

All testimony and argument bear- 
ing upon the question as to what 
consideration the Legisiature of

of Gov. Hughes of New York two 
years ago in declining to approve 
the 2-cent fare statute of that State.

WAS GIVEN THE 
TITLE OF “CZAR” 


HOMAS EB. MULVIHILL 
Ai earned the title of ““Czdr’’ by 

his rigid enforcement of the 
letter of the saloon laws.

The Supreme Court during the 
present year in the case of Caty of 
New York vs. Consolidated Gas Co. 
of New York, decided that 6 per 
cent was fair and right to be given 
to the owners upon the true valua- 
tion. My opinion is that while a gas 
plant is in some respects different 
from a railroad, that‘a railroad prop- 
erty, properly built, and properly 
managed, should over and above ex- 
penses make a return of 6 per cent 
per annum. 

And considering all the evidence, 
the evidence fairly shows that all of 
these roads were properly and eco- 
nomically built and are being prop- 
erly and economically managed, and 
that after paying the expenses for 
maintenance and operation, that 
there is less than 6 per cent 6f re- 
turns, and not more than 3 per cent, 
upon any of them, and as to some of 
them:a deficit, taking the property 
as above stated within the State of 
Missouri at its fair valuation. 

And this is so without reference to 
bonds, because in no case do the 
bonds bear 6 per cent interest. But 
taking the bends into consideration, 
there is still not ta exceed 8 per cent 
returns, and many cases a deficit 
after considering all debits and 
credits, upon the true valuation for 
the State business. There is no evi- 
dence that any of the existing bonds 
were improperly issued either as to 
amounts or rates of interest. 

In fixing the value,the Court has 
considered the evidence of witnesses 
as to the stocks and bonds out- 
standing, and the State Board for 
taxing purposes, has valued these 
properties. Of course, those find- 
ings are not binding ner conclusive, 
but they are persuasive. But inde- 
pendently 6f stocks and bonds, and 
independently of what the - Staie 
Board has valued those properties 
for taxing purposes, the evidence 
shows the valuations to be as recited 
in the findings of fact herewith 
filed, and to which reference will 
be made in the decrees. 


It is absolutely necessary that 
many trains, both passenger and 
freight, do both a lecal and inter- 
state business. Even the fast trains 
stopping at but few stations in the 
State, carry State passengers be- 
tween such sations. And the same is 
true as to freight trains carrying 
freight both in carload and less than 
carload lots. 


“The valuation of the roads has 
been fixed by the Court as shown by 
the findings of fact. The entire 
State and interstate earnings of each 
of the roads within the State is 
known and fixed to a certainty. The 
expenses are known and fixed. To 
apportion these expenses must be 
done according to one of the two 
theories, and the correct theory is 
that according to revenue, 

Revenue Theory Accepted. 

One theory or other must be ap- 


* plied to both freight and passenger 


expenses, and the Court should not 
adopt the one theory as to part 
and the other theory as to another. 
The one theory is helpful to the 
one side, and the other theory help- 
ful to the other side, the one theory 
to the one side in freight, and the 
other theory to the other side in 
passenger. But an arbitrary split- 


‘ting of theories is illogical and un- 


fair and cannot be recognized.. 


The Court has adopted the reve- 
nue theory because a great number 
of the best railroad experts of the 
country, against a ‘very limited 
number to the contrary, have so 
testified. EXvery court that has 
ever had this question before it, so 
far as I am advised by the briefs 
of counsel and my own independent 
investigation, has so held. 


The values of the property within 
the State have been fixed by the 
Court. The entipe earnings within 
the State, interstate and State, 
freight, passenger and miscellaneous 
of each, have been fixed. The en- 
tire expense is known, including the 
extra cost of each. To ascertain 
whether the result is a profit, and 
if so, what per cent, or a loss is 
but a problem of ‘primary arithme- 


’ tie. 


Two Companies Show Profit, 


These computations show as to 
the commodities covered by the 
freight rate statute of 1907, that 
two roads, the Hannibal @& St. 
Louls and the Burlington, allow- 
ing nothing for extra cost, there 
is a deficit; and with all other 
companies less than two per cent 
profit. But with the extra cost 
added, the deficit for the two 
companies is much greater, and the 
other companies show a deficit. 

The passenger earnings under 

e two-cent fare law, of 1907, al- 
owing nothing for extra cost over 
interstate business, give no return 
whatever to the Rock Island, St. 
Louls & Hannibal, Kansas City, 
Clinton ‘@ Springfield, and the 
Great Western. The other com- 
panies will have the following: 
The St. Louls & San Francisco be- 
tween three and four per cent; the 
Santa Fe between four and five 
per cent; the Kansas City South- 
erm a small fraction over two,per 
cent; the M., K. & T., between two 
and three per cent; the Burlington 
between three and four per cent. 
But all this is arrived at by ai. 
lowing no extra cost of service. 
But to add the extra cost for 
freight and passenger, .there are 
no earnings over expenses. This 
is confiscation under the Constitu.- 
tion.

The maximum frejght law as passed 
by the Legislature involved reductions 
ranging from 2 per cent to @ per cent 
on heavy freight in carload lots. The 
railways secured a court order tempo- 
rarily restraining the State officials 
from putting this act into effect, and on 
June ll, 1907, Frank Hagerman, repre- 
senting the various railroads, petitioned 
the court to make this order permanent. 
By mutual ar -ement and at the sug- 
gestion. of Judge McPherson, who de- 
sired to Mave a practical test, the 2-cent 
passenger rate law was put into effect 
on June li, 1907, to run three months. 
At the end of that period both sides 
agreed to continue the rate in effect as 
the results obtained had not been con- 
sideréd sufficient and the law is still be- 
ing enforced. 
Afte: many delays ,the cases were 
finally brought to trial before Judge 
McPherson. Both sides presented a long } 
array of figures te uphold their claims, 
some of the mor’ prominent railroad | 
men and attorneys ap ng either as 
experts or counsel.

The 
2-cent fare law has, however, been en- 
forced. From the decision of the Court 
the State may appeal to the Supreme 
Court of the Unfted States.

OLD RATE NOT TO BE 
_/RESTORED FOR THE PRESENT 


Whéther old rates will me restored 
by railroads in Missouri as a result of 
Judge McPherson's decision in the 
United States District Court at Kansas 
City had not been Cefinitely decided 
Monday, officials with nendquarters in 
st. Louis said. 

The State still has the recourse si ap- 
pealing to the United States Supreme 
Court, and the suit will go there on the 
ground that it involves a quesfion of al- 
leged property confiscation, and not te 
‘the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, as Federal litigation usually aoes. 
A decision in the Supreme Court would 
1 be expected in three or four: years. 

Henry Miller, vice-president and ‘gen- 
éral manager of the Wabash, said: 

“Putting rates back on the old basis 
would be a matter we would have to 
consider. We can tell nothing about 
what we will do until we see the full 
text of the decision and go over the 
matter with the law department and 
with the other roads. It ig not likely 
that any new rate would be adopted or 
the old one restored until after confer- 
ences in which the decision was thor- 
oughly considered.”’ 

Assistant General Passenger Agent 
Fenwick of the M., K. & T., felt sure 
that the old rates would ultimately be’ 
restored in the event Judge McPher- 
son’s decision should stand. a 

“T am sure the old rates will be re- 
stored,” he said, “but the State might 
appeal from the decision by Judge Mc- 
Pherson, and thus tie up the matter 
again indefinitely.” .

Senator Kinney’s Objection 
Answered by Chairman 
of Committee. 





E. M. Grossman, chairman of the Spe- 
cial Committee of the Bar Association 
of St. Louis, which drafted the Munici- 
pal Court bill, known as Senate Bill 176 
and House Bill 438, when shown the 
statement of Senator Thomas E. Kin- 
ney, who objects to the establishment 
of the proposed court, as pfiblishea in 
Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“It is gratifyingeto note that Senator 
Kinney publicly admits the evils of the 
present system of inferior courts and 
procedure in St. Louis, and that he pub- 
licly pledges himself to a reform. I 
note that he has two objections to the 
Municipal Court Dill prepared and in- 
dorsed by the Bar Association. First, 
that the proposed court would be uncon- 
stitutional, and secondly, that the 
judges are required to be lawyers, 

Defends Lawyers As Judges.

“The remaining constitutional argu- 
ment is that section 37 of article 6 of 


the Constitution requires the establish- ; 


ment of justice courts in St. Louis. 
Section 37, article 6 reads as follows: 
“In each county there shall be ap- 


the peace as the public good may me 
quire, whose powers, duties and duration 
in office shall be regulated by law.’ 

“This section of the Constitution was 
interpreted by our Supreme Gourt in the 
case of State ex rel. Monahan vs. Wal- 
ton, 69 Mo., 556, where it was held that 
S*. Louis is not a county in the sense 
in which that word is used in this sec- 
tion, and that though this section per- 
mits the Legislature to establish justice 
courts in St. Louis if it thinks the pub- 
lic good requires them, this section im- 
poses no obligation on the Legislature 
to do so. 


“Senator Kinney “-has obviously been 
misied. The Bar Association contains 
within its membership most of the 
leading members of the bar. They are 
all agreed on the question of the con- 
stitutionality of the proposed municipal 
court.

“As Senator Kinney says, “The oppor- 
tunities for changes of venue,. gppeals 
and technicalities are too many’ under 
the present system. All these evils will 
be practically eradicated by the estab- 
lishment of the Municipal Court. Mere- 
ly to improve the character of the in- 
dividuals who become justices of the 
peace will not work the reform. The 
system is bad and ought to go. 

On the Law’s Constitutionality. 

“The Senator’s constitutional argu- 
ment is that the proposed municipal 
court is not a “municipal corporation 
court,”’ as provided for in section 1 of 
article 6 of the Constitution, because 
the Constitution ‘very clearly intended 
such courts to have jurisdiction over 
municipal matters alone, or questions 
involving the interpretation and en- 
forcement of city ordinances.’ In an- 
swer to this argument, I would refer 
the Senator and his legal adviser to 
the case of Cake vs. White, 91 Missouri 
Supreme Court Reports, page 79. This 
was a case in which Defendant White, 
against whom a judgment for $100 had 
been rendered in- favor of Plaintiff 
Cake, by a ‘Recorder’s Court’ in Han- 
nibal, had appealed to the Suprente

The Dancing of Adeline Genee. 


It was the dancing of the old days 
when great artists taught the world the 
beauty of poetic bodily movement, not 
its possibilities of lascivious suggestion. 
The grace of Malibran and Taglioni 
lived again on the stage while Genee 
danced, reviving the glory of the grand 
opera ballet so loved by a more whole- 
gsomely esthetic generation than ours. 
The little Danish sylph responsible for 
this reincarnation of a lost art is as a 
brilliant feather borne lightly on some 
-blossom-perfumed breeze of spring. Her 
hair is like spun silver, purity shines in 
the sweet glance of her gray-blue eyes, 
rand her smile is so chaste that it re- 
bukes her environment. In a moment 
you forget Carmen and Cleopatra and 
the other carnalities, the smutty- 
tongued Devil and his six voluptucus 
daughters, the fleshly appeal of the 
Latin Quarter grisettes, all the inten- 
tional grossness of the scenes in which 
Genee has been set. For she is danc- 
ing not to your animal senses but to 
the higher spiritual side of you, and 
the absolute grace and cleanness of it 
cumpels you to discern and confess the 
austere purity of art in its truest mani- 
festations. 


A Group of Greatly Beautiful Dances.

MISSOURI'S RAILROAD RATE LAWS INVALID. 
| Judge Smith McPherson in the Circuit Court 
of the United States for the Western District of 
Missouri has decided that the railroad laws 
by the Legislature in 1907 fixing passenger 
at 2 cents a mile and establishing certain maxi 
mum freight rates.are in effect. confiscatory as 
they do not allow.a remunerative return on the 
investment. The injunction asked by the 18 rail- 
roads doing business in Missourt against the en- 
forcement’ of the laws is granted. 

Many of the contentions of the attorneys for 


the railroads are overruled in the decision, nota-| 


bly the point that in fixing the rates between 
certain cities. in the State between which com- 
petitive lines” cross the State boundary twice, 
thus making the business interstate and sub- 
ject to the supervision of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. The final decision hinges en- 
tirely on the reyenue yielded to the railroads by 
the reduced rates. The Court follows the revenue 
theory rather than the ton-mile tneory in fixing 
the cost of the local business. Under this sys- 
tem the decision declares that the maximum 
freight rate would cause a deficit to the Burling- 
ton and the Hannibal & St. Joseph railroads 
and that the other lines would get a revenue of 
less than 2 per cent. Under the 2-cent fare law, 
allowing nothing for the extra eost of local busi- 
ness over long distance hauls, the Rock Isfand, 
the St. Louis & Hannibal, the Kansas City, Clin: 
ton & Springfield, and the Great Western,’ made 
no profits. The other roads got from. 2 to 4 per 
cent. 

But the Court says that if the Cidlitiesars con- 
templates allowance for extra cost of local over 
through service, and that the cost is greater 41) 
experts agree, there are no earnifgs over ex- 
penses. “This is confiscation under the Constitu- 
tion,” Judge McPherson, declares. . 

Judge McPherson says that the fixing of rates 
is a legislative dct and tot a judicial one, but he 
adds that he regards 2%.cents a mile a fair 
passenger rate for the strenger roads and 3 cents 
for the weaker. This, he thinks, would allow the 
roads 4 profit of 6 per cent, which he regards as 
reasonable. 

In the finding~of facts filed ‘with the decision 
Judge McPherson says that for a short time after 
the passenger fares weré reduced there was an 
increase in receipts, but it was not permanent 
nor substantial. He also says that the prohibition 
4of passes’ has not increased passenger receipts 
more than It per ‘cent, so it seems that;those who 
formerly traveled on passes are not traveling now. 

The pay-as-you-enter cars need not actually 
be more dangerous than the other type of ~car. 
But so long as they are so they, increase the fears 
of passengers and thus add to the danger of a

Retiring President Says Charter 
Revision Will Be Watched 


Coming Year. 

The work of the Civic League is 
analyzed by H. N. Davis, retiring pres- 
ident, in his annual address to the 
League.

movement, that it originated the idea of 
municipal tree planting in St. Louis, 
ani that it fought for the disposal of 
garbage by- reduction instead of incin- 
eration, that it has accomplished other 
specific benefits to the city and has in- 
spired a wide spread interest in hes hned 
| affairs.
